: | Approved in Congress National Defense Education Act in fiscal 1960, as compared 


with the $222.45 million, originally authorized, has been 

f voted by the House. (See this Bulletin, Vol. VIII, No. 8, for allocation of funds among 
the various programs.) Hearings have been concluded in the Senate with the general ex- 
pectation that $150 million, the amount recommended by the Administration, will be 
approved there also. 

Both the House and Senate have voted a supplemental appropriation of $75.3 million 
for NDEA in fiscal 1959, ending June 30, 1959, but final action is stalled in the House. 
Since the NDEA appropriation is only one of many in H.R. 5916, there are differences on 
some of these appropriations, and thus far the House has failed to name conferees to 
meet with the conferees from the Senate. 

The long delay in providing supplemental appropriations for NDEA--there now being 
less than two months remaining in the present fiscal year--has seriously handicapped the 
several programs, especially the Graduate Fellowship and the Student Loan Programs. 
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Senate Subcommittee Testimony on S. 819, which would eliminate Section 
Hears Testimony on 1001 (f) of the National Defense Education Act of 
Loyalty Affidavits 1958, was heard on April 29 and May 5 by a sub- 


committee of the Senate Committee on Labor and 
Public Welfare under the acting chairmanship of Senator John Kennedy of Massachusetts. 
The witnesses on behalf of higher education represented the American Council on Edu- 
cation, the Association of American Colleges, the American Association of University 
Professors, and a number of individual colleges and universities. As anticipated, 
all of these witnesses strongly opposed the disclaimer affidavit, but there were 
differences of opinion concerning the desirability or undesirability of the affirma- 
tive loyalty oath. 

President Everett N. Case of Colgate University presented first his personal 
attitude, which had been expressed in a letter to Senator Kennedy in February, before 
he became chairman of the Council's Committee on Relationships of Higher Education 
to the Federal Government. He asserted that the affidavits would prove no obstacle 
to real subversives, but that the presence of these provisions in the act "estab- 
lishes a precedent which could be subversive of the basic American tenet that belief, 
as opposed to overt action, is private and inviolable." He also pointed out that 
the provision is discriminatory, since"the disclaimer and the oath are required only 
of those young men and women who find it necessary to borrow federal funds to attend 
the college of their choice." He then continued as follows: 


So much, Mr. Chairman, for my personal views. Far more important are the views 
of my colleagues who comprise the American Council's Committee on Relationships of 
Higher Education to the Federal Government, which I now have the honor to serve as 
Chairman. 

Prior to my joining this committee, it had given serious consideration to 
Title X, Subsection (f) of Section 1001 of the National Defense Education Act with 
respect both to the affirmative oath of allegiance and especially the disclaimer 
of unorthodox or subversive belief which that section required our colleges and 
universities to administer to all students applying for a loan under the Act. It 
will be recognized, Mr. Chairman, that in the long and heartening experience of 
American higher education with programs designed to help promising students finance 
their education, such requirements were new and startling. They are disturbing to 
educators, however, for intrinsic reasons as well--more especially the section which 
required any proposed beneficiary to disclaim certain beliefs. 

Aside from the appropriateness of such requirements as part of a federal program 
designed to broaden educational opportunities, our faculties and their administrative 
officers were greatly disturbed first, by this evident invasion of the privacy of 
an individual's belief, especially as applied to our youth, and also by the circun- 
stance that such requirements were applicable only to those who stood in need of 
such financial aid as the Act provides. It is a matter of record, Mr. Chairman, 
that certain distinguished colleges and universities have declined to participate 
in the program rather than become a party to the administration of the loyalty and 
particularly the disclaimer oaths stipulated in the Act. Others have agreed to 
participate but only with the proviso that they shall make all appropriate efforts 
to secure the deletion of these requirements. 

Accordingly, at its meeting on 16 December 1958, the American Council's Com- 
mittee, of which I subsequently became a member, took cognizance of this widespread 
concern with respect to the disclaimer and loyalty oath requirements of the National 
Defense Act, and after pointing out that the provision impinges on the institution's 
right to select its own students and in effect gives the government control over 
admissions, voted unanimously "1) to support the elimination of the disclaimer oath 
required in Section 1001 (f) (1) Title X, and 2) to authorize a study of the entire 
question of loyalty oath requirements in the National Defense Education Act, and 
the preparation of an appropriate resolution for consideration by the Committee." 
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The Committee also commended Secretary Flemming for his strong and compelling 
statement urging the elimination of these sections of the Act. 

At a subsequent meeting, on 10 February 1959, (with the present witness pre- 
siding) the American Council's Committee on Relationships of Higher Education to 
the Federal Government gave further consideration to the question; and after taking 
into account the positions expressed by such respresentative groups as the American 
Association of University Professors and the Committee on Legislation of the Asso- 
ciation of American Colleges, took action as follows: 

"Having reviewed the action taken at its last meeting, and having further 

considered Section 1001 (f) of Title X, the Committee takes the view 
that deletion of the whole sedtion would strengthen the National 
Defense Education Act of 1958. While there are various shades of 
opinion regarding the affirmative loyalty oath in the context of 
this legislation, the majority of the Committee believes such an 
oath to be unnecessary and undesirable. The Committee unanimously 
confirms its action at the last meeting, recommending that the re- 
quirement of a ‘disclaimer affidavit' should immediately be deleted 
from the Act." 


Educational Television Testimony on Federal support for educational 
Testimony Agreed upon television will be heard by a subcommittee of 


the House Interstate and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee on May 12 and 13 under the chairmanship of Representative Oren Harris of 
Arkansas. A bill to provide funds for this purpose has passed the Senate. (See 
this Bulletin, Vol. VIII, No. 13). The Council's Committee on Television has 
approved the following statement of policy as a guide for the testimony that 
will be ‘presented: 


The Committee on Television of the American Council on Education commends 
the intent in the following bills introduced in behalf of educational television 
in the 86th Congress:

This Committee has studied the proposals in these bills and recommends that 
a review be made by the appropriate committees of the Congress of the problems 
involved in furthering the development of educational television. We suggest 
that the following topics be given consideration: 

(1) Development of a formula for allocation and distribution of 
funds that differs from the traditional Federal-State relationships 
because of the variation in size of our states, geographic conditions, 
population, and other factors. In this connection, the initial alloca- 
tions for educational television stations, as set forth in the Sixth 
Report and Order of the Federal Communications Commission, would provide 
a basis for development of the proposed program. 

(2) Having established a pattern for equitable distribution as 
set forth in (1), it is recommended that the provision for assistance 
through matching grants be clarified so that credit is allowed to 
areas which have prior to this time invested funds in construction of 
educational television facilities. Furthermore, in such clarification 
of previous investments, recognition should be made of local as well as 
state efforts in this regard. 
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(3) Because of the varied nature of qualifying groups, consider 
designation of the governor's office of each state or an Educational 
Television Authority as the recipient of the funds. 


Cooperation Offered in Cooperation in the 100th Anniversary of the Estab- 
Land-Grant Centennial lishment of the Land-Grant Colleges and State 


Universities was offered by the Executive Committee 
of the Council in a resolution unanimously approved on April 30. (Passage by the 
House of a bill to support this celebration was reported in this Bulletin, Vol. 
VIII, No. 15). The text of the resolution, which has been transmitted to the 
American Association of Land-Grant Colleges and State Universities, follows: 

"The American Council on Education is gratified to note that 
plans are in preparation for the appropriate celebration of the 100th 
Anniversary of the Land-Grant Act which established the American system 
of land-grant colleges and state universities. These institutions, 
which form a significant and valued portion of the Council member- 
ship, are dedicated to kinds of service through higher education which 
have made them leaders at home and symbols of American achievement to 
peoples abroad. 
"The American Council on Education therefore extends felicitations 
to the American Association of Land-Grant Colleges and State Universities 
and pledges active cooperation in making the forthcoming centennial a 
fitting celebration of the past and potential accomplishments of its = 
member institutions." 


Merit Scholarship Winners of the Merit Scholarship competition for 

Winners Selected 1959 have been announced. Of the 850 high school 
seniors named, 750 will share, along with their 

colleges, in more than $3.5 million in scholarship assistance. Another 100 

seniors received honorary awards. Funds for the Merit Scholarship Awards are being 

provided by 90 different companies, foundations, and other groups, and by the 

National Merit Scholarship Corporation, which conducts the annual competition. 

Over 480,000 students - about 326 of the country's entire high school senior 
enrollment - entered the competition which began a year ago with the National 
Merit Scholarship Qualifying Test, given in 14,500 high schools. The winners 
achieved extremely high test scores and displayed outstanding personal achievement. 

The funds provided with each four-year Merit Scholarship (other than the 
honorary ones) vary, accprding to the need of each individual winner, from a 
minimum of $100 a year to a maximum of $1500 a year. Family resources, summer 
esrnings of the student, and the costs of attending the college the winner has 
chosen are all considered in determining the amount that accompanies each award. 
Stipend amounts are confidential since they are partly based on each family's 
financial situation. 

Most of the scholarships also include a gift for the college chosen by the 
student, ranging from $100 to $500 a year.
